On the roth of May, the General Af- 
fembly, purfuant to Adjourament or Ap- 
pointment of the laft Affembly, met ia the 
great Church of Edinburgh, where Mi. 
Mitchell, Moderator of the laf Affembly, 
according to Cuftom, preach’d a Sermon 5 
his Text was Zechariah 6. 12th and #3th 
Verfes. 

And fpeak unto bim, jaying, Thus fpeakerb 
the Lord of Hofts, faying, Bebold tbe man 
whofe name i the Branch, and be fhall grow 
up out of bis place, and be fhall build the 
remple of the Lord. Even be fhall build tbe 
temple of the Lord, and ke fhall bear the 
glory, and hall fic and rule upon bis throne, 
and he fhall be a prieft upon bis throne, and the 
counfel of peace fhall be between them bork, 

From che Church, the Members went 
to the ufual Place of Meeting, where they 
almoft unanimoufly chofe Mr. William Car- 
fiaires, Principal of the Colledge of Edix- 
burgh, one of Her Majefty’s Chaplains 
in Ordinary for Scotland, and ove of the 
Minifters of {the new -Church at Edin- 
burgh, for their Moderator. 

After the Choice of the Moderator, the 
Queen’s Commifhon,conftituting the Right 
Honourable the Marquis of Anmindale to be 
Her Majefty’s Commiffioner to the Affeme 
bly, was-read ; and bis Grace being Seated 
jn the Throne, the Queen’s Letter to the 
Affembly was read, wherein Her Majefty 
recommends to the General Aflembly, the 
planting of vacant Churches with Learned, 
Diligent and Pious Minifters, (Note, Her 
Majesty can not be fuppofed to know what 
Treatment the Minifters (oplanted meet with) 
to fupprefs Vice and Immorality 5 ta pre- 
vent the Growth of Popery, A:heifm and 
Prophanenefs, giving Affurances to the 
General Affembly of Her Majefy’s Refo- 
lutions to maixtaia the Privileges of the 
Church of Scorland as fecured to them by 
Law.

Aftee the reading the Queen’s Letter, a_ 


Gomisitee was appointed to cenfider of 
in Antwer Coit, and to report on Saturday, 
Tien his Grace, my Lord Committioner, 
made a Speech to the Affembly, being a 
Comment upon the Queen’s Letter, with 
Affurances of his fiacere Affe@ion for all 
the Ccnceras of the Church; and of his 
Refolutiun to afe his utmoh Eadeavours for 


the Ggod of the fame ; recommending to — 


the Aff-mbly to proceed wich Prudence 
and Moderation, and if any of their Differ- 
cing Brethren ihould apply to be received 
into Minifterial Communion, he hoped the 
mur. would thew aReadine fi co receive 
thein. 

The Moderator made a Speech in re- 
turn to his Grace’s Speech aforefaid, Sun - 
ming up the Heads cf che Queens Letier 
and of nis Grace’s Speech, recommendia 
the Intereft and Concerns cf the Chur 
to hiy Grace; and taking Notice how their 
Confiturion was threatned with the reftu- 
ring the Patronage, which was deftrudtive 
of cheir being as a Church, and contrary to 
their Principies —— How unjuftly they 
were repr:fented in the South of Britain, 
as a delp cable and divided Body, and 
how falfz .L2 pretences of PERSECUTI- 
ON in Scoriisd, fo much ixffted on in Eng- 
Jand, bad bees; concluding with due Ex- 
preffions of their Duty co Her Majefty, and 
their Refolutions to do all Things as be- 
came ther ,with Calmnefs and Moderation. 

: This was the happy beginning of 

the Afiembly. The nxt Day, May the 
1ith, was, as is the ufege in every Aflem- 
bly, fet apart for a Day cf Praycr, and go 
putli.k Bufinefs enter’d upon. 

The 12th, the Affembly met again. 

A Committee being appoi: t-d to draw 
up an Aufwer to her Majetty’s Letter, they 
made their Report accordingly 3 and de- 
liver’d a Drsught cf an Anfwer, which be- 
ing tead,wa? apprcven wirheut any Amend- 
meat ; and Voted Nemine Cortradicemte 
which Anfwer (J fball give you the Copy of 
it hereafter) was delivered to his Groce 
the Lord Commifficner, to be tracimit- 
ted to Her Majefty, and was fens away by 
an Exprefs the fame Night. The

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The Committee of Overtures prefented 
an Overture to the Affembly, recommend.
